The "Battle of the Atlantic” had become an almost desperate fight for 
the allies in 1942. Early that year sinkings by submarines had mounted 
rapidly to nearly 600,000 tons per month and remained at that level de- 
spite untiring efforts made by the meager anti-submarine forces available. 
By the end of 1942 we did succeed in driving the submarines from our 
coastal waters and the Caribbean. Deprived of easy pickings close to

land and hampered by increasing numbers of escort vessels for convoys 
the German high command decided upon a major change of tactics. In- 
stead of a sub being assigned an area to patrol independently, they initi- 
ated "Wolf-Packs”, composed of a number of underseas craft working 
together against convoys which were out of range of land-based aircover.

decided by the U. S. government to assign several small carriers of the 
converted type to anti-submarine duty in the Atlantic. During 1942, 45 
C-3 type vessels scheduled to become merchant ships were converted to 
aircraft carriers. 34 were sold to the British and 11 were retained by the 
U. S. The Bogue was one of the 1 1. 

She was commissioned at Puget Sound Navy Yard on September 26,

1942. The ship was named after the Bogue Sound in North Carolina and 
her name as a merchant vessel was to have been Steel Architect. She is a 
single screw type vessel of 8500 horsepower displacing 13,890 tons and 
is 495 feet in length. 

After working trial runs and training with the first squadron assigned 
(VC 9), the Bogue reached Norfolk, Va., on New Year's Day, 1943. 
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Burial at sea of men who died as a result of USS Davis being torpedoed by German 
nine 26 April 1 945 .

Certain deficiencies were corrected in the Navy yard and more anti-sub 
training was conducted in the Chesapeake Bay to bring the ship up to 
lighting pitch for the Battle of the Atlantic. 

On February 24, 1943, in company with the USS Belknap and the 
USS Geo. E. Badger as escorts, the Bogue got underway for Argentia, 
Newfoundland, the first of its class to go into action against the enemy.

At this time the wolf packs were getting into full swing and were 
preying heavily on allied shipping. Sinkings, which had shown a marked 
decline in November and December, had risen very rapidly in January 
and February and reached a discouraging peak of almost 600,000 tons 
in March, 1^43 — the third highest month of the war to date. 

Until now the major part of the anti-submarine warfare in the Atlantic

had been purely defensive and the stress was on getting the convoys 
through. It was now believed possible to use the escort carrier as a defen- 
sive-offensive weapon which would not only protect convoys but which 
would sink submarines as well. In fact the mere sight of carrier based 
. aircraft soon had the effect of destroying much of the German's 
aggressiveness.

During March, April, and May of the Bogue operated out of Argentia, 
Newfoundland, in support of convoys, making the trip with vitally 
needed supplies to the United Kingdom from Canada and the United 
States. During this period eight enemy U-boats were sighted and at- 
tacked by her aircraft, and several more by the escorting vessels. Especial- 
ly noteworthy are the attacks which occurred May 2L-22 while in support

of a convoy. This was the first major engagement of the war between 
carrier based aircraft and enemy submarines attempting to rendezvous 
for a mass attack on a convoy. 

In a period of twenty-four hours six attacks were made on enemy 
U-boats culminating in the capture of 24 survivors from one of them. 
The convoy escaped without a single loss and the wolf pack was broken

-up. Throughout the attacks by aircraft the submarines repeatedly fired 
on the planes without, however, inflicting serious casualties. The reluc- 
tance of the U-boats to submerge indicated that they doubted the ability 
of carrier based aircraft to inflict serious damage on them. 

During this cruise from April 22 to May 30, 1943, the Bogue was 
assigned to and operated under the British Royal Navy. She returned to

Argentia May 26 and was underway again for another go at subs by 
June 1. 

Results came swiftly for on June 4th Bogue planes broke up an assem- 
bly of U-boats lying directly across the path of a large convoy bound for 
Africa. Four separate attacks were made in forty-eight hours which effec- 
tively prevented the convoy from receiving any damage. Three days later

a submarine only ten miles from the convoy was attacked and driven olf 
badly damaged. Again, four days later another sub was attacked and sunk 
from which seventeen prisoners were taken. Having seen the convoy 
safely across, the Bogue proceeded to Norfolk, Va., arriving on June 20th. 

On July 9, 1943, Captain Short left the Bogue for duty in the Pacific

and Captain J. B. Dunn, U.S.N., took command to continue the work so 
■well started by his predecessor. 

The next cruise of the Bogue revealed three new developments on the 
part of the U-boats. The first was the large scale use of "mother” subs, 
large craft capable of carrying quantities of fuel, provisions, and torpe- 
does for the smaller operating craft. The second was the appearance of

a much more formidable anti-aircraft battery on the U-boat which re- 
sulted in many casualties among land-based planes but which was effec- 
tively counter balanced by the use of fighters in carrier air groups. The 
third was the installation of radar on many of the German U-boats which 
enabled them to search more efficiently at night. In addition, the Germans 
had begun to realize that we were locating many of them by their pro-

miscuous radio transmissions and coincidentally the idea of the wolf pack 
was gradually abandoned in favor of more independent operation.' 

On this cruise the Bogue’s planes caught a refueler in the act of sup- 
plying another U-boat and straightaway sank her, recovering thirteen 
prisoners, including the U-boat’s captain. The second submarine escaped. 
The same day another U-boat was attacked by a Bogue plane. One of the

destroyers screening the Bogue joined in the attack and sank the sub 
with depth charges. This was on July 23rd and the Bogue continued her 
cruise protecting the African convoys, without further incident, until 
August 22nd. 

At this time the squadron, VC-9, which had done yeoman service with 
the Bogue for nearly two years, was sent ashore for a rest and a new

squadron, Composite Squadron Nineteen, consisting of twelve bombers 
and nine fighters, reported aboard commanded by Lieutenant Commander 
C. W. Stewart, U.S.N. 

The seventh war cruise of the Bogue lasted from September 5th to Oc- 
tober 20th, 1943. During this cruise only one U-boat was sighted and it 
escaped without damage. The paucity of enemy submarines entering the

Atlantic during August and September was due to several causes among 
which were: a high rate of U-boat sinkings in June and July, especially 
refuelers, the return of many U-boats for radical increase of anti-aircraft 
armament, and the shifting of submarine concentrations to other loca- 
tions. It must be remembered that by this time several carriers were oper- 
ating in the Atlantic beside the Dogue, long range planes had been

developed to operate as much as a thousand miles out to sea, and the sur- 
face fleet of destroyers and escort vessels had been tremendously increased 
since the dark days of early 19d2. In addition it is believed that the Ger- 
mans introduced a new weapon about this time— the acoustic torpedo— 
which would turn itself toward a ship under the influence of the noise 
of the vessels propellers. '1 his ingenious invention caused the Allies

sleepless nights for awhile but, although sinkings went up in September 
due to its use, the remedy was soon found and less ships were sunk in 
October than ever before. 

Convoys were now protected as was not possible only a few months 
before. Instead of having to get along with World War I type subchasers.

destroyers and destroyer escort vessels was taking over the job. Except 
for the screens around convoys, defensive warfare became a thing of the 
past. Both carrier groups and land based aircraft were ordered to hunt 
the U-boat relentlessly and destroy him. 

So it was that the next cruise of the Bogue was strictly on an offensive 
mission, going to the areas where U-boats were known to be lurking and

to attack them. The Bogue’s score for this trip, which lasted from Novem- 
ber 14th till New Year’s Eve, was five successful attacks including forty- 
six Nazi prisoners who spent their Christmas holidays aboard, although 
not by choice. 

A lull in the Bogue's anti-submarine activities took place during Janu- 
ary and February of 1944 when she temporarily became an aircraft ferry

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ship. A load of Army fighter planes was taken aboard for the coming 
invasion of Europe and delivered at Glasgow, Scotland, without incident. 

Upon returning to the United States another new squadron reported 
aboard, Composite Squadron Ninety-Five, veterans of the Invasion of 
North Africa, commanded by Lieutenant John Adams, U.S.N.R. 

During the Bogue's absence the enemy had altered his tactics once

again. Having developed a thorough respect for aircraft, due to the oper- 
ations of our carrier groups and long range shore based aircraft, the 
U-boats were now remaining submerged all day, only coming up at night 
when they felt relatively safe from attack. This made it harder to locate 
them but it reduced markedly their ability to locate and sink ships. And 
although the U-boats effectiveness had reached a new low in the first few

months of 1944 they were still being sunk in numbers greatly dispropor- 
tionate to the amount of damage they were doing. Planes began to hunt 
them at night when they lay on the surface charging their batteries and 
many groups of surface vessels hunted them day and night, especially 
during North Atlantic weather in which planes could not fly. 

The German submarine campaign was dying hard, however. In spite

of severe losses, many remained at sea, a constant menace to our ships 
should vigilance be relaxed for an instant. Our planes and ships scoured 
the Atlantic, often spending many days to track down one U-boat. 

The Bogue’s cruise from May 5 to July 2, 1944, was noteworthy in 
several respects. She had a new Captain, A. B. Vosseller, U.S.N., for- 
merly Commander Anti-Submarine Development Detachment, Atlantic

Fleet; she had a new- squadron VC-69, Lieutenant Commander J. D. 
Taylor, Commanding, was aboard ; and it marked the beginning of con- 
centrated night searches by carrier aircraft. This cruise netted two, possi- 
bly three, sinkings. One "Kill” was made by aircraft, the other by the 
escorts of the Task Group. The kill by aircraft turned out to be a big fat 
Jap sub, and again the Bogue came up with another first since this was

the first and only Japanese sub to be sunk by carrier aircraft in the At- 
lantic. 

This cruise from May 5 to July 2, 19 44 , was noteworthy because of so 
much night flying from a baby carrier. 893 hours at night were logged 
on this cruise out of a total of 3230 flown, both totals being new records. 

The following cruise, July 24 to September 24, was similiar in char-

acter. One submarine was positively sunk, netting forty-two prisoners. 
Still another squadron made this cruise, VC-42, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant J. T. Yavorsky, U.S.N. 

On this cruise, one sub escaped through the use of a device found on 
the one sunk, namely "Schnorchel.” This is simply an air "periscope’’ 
which permits the submarine to cruise slowly on its Diesels remaining'

submerged at all times; what a change this marked for the U-boats. Gone 
now are the days when U-boats brazenly cruised on the surface searching 
for prey, disdaining to submerge until actually attacked. The tables had 
indeed been turned, and the hunter became the hunted! Not only did 
sinkings by U-boats drop off to the vanishing point but the number of 
U-boats at sea too was very small and those who venture out must plan 
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Higbbar. 




to stay submerged practically all the time, to avoid contact with us, and 
to avoid being sighted. 

Of course this state of affairs had a profound effect upon the tactics 
of sub-hunting. 'A big change had transpired since the "Wolf-Pack" days 
when an aggressive CVE captain could always be sure of finding plenty 
of submarines to attack. The Germans were not only much scarcer and

hence harder to find but' also a great deal warier and harder to kill. A 
contact now was a precious thing. Only a few occurred in any cruise and 
they had to be developed and held onto with every ounce of skill and 
endurance it is possible to muster. Thus, one hunt lasted twenty days 
being interrupted only by periods of fog, when the surface escorts had 
to take over, and one lasted continuously for seven days and nights with-

out a single let-up. The Bogue is a baby flat-top after all and has a limited 
complement of planes and pilots. What such a long period of sustained 
operations means must be experienced to be appreciated ! 

During the latter part of 1944 and beginning of 1945, the Germans 
had plenty of land fighting to do, their subs were called in for improve- 
ments and the installation of Schnorchel equipment previously described.

During this time the Bogue conducted various training programs around 
Bermuda and carrier qualification landings for pilots off Quonset Point, 
Rhode Island. Captain G. J. Dufek relieved Captain Vosseller as Com- 
manding Officer at Bermuda, October 5, 19 44 . A short offensive cruise 
was made in December in search of a submarine believed to have been 
in the Gulf of Maine but no contacts were made. It is probable that this

submarine was the one which landed two enemy agents on the coast of 
Maine. 

In February and March of 1945 a load of Army Planes were taken 
to Liverpool, England. 

By April of 1945 the Germans had made their improvements and sent 
many subs to sea in a final effort to disrupt allied shipping in the Atlantic.

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To hunt and kill these the Navy sent four small carriers 
and forty-six destroyer escorts. Captain G. J. Dufek, as 
Commanding Officer of the Bogue was OTC of two of 
these carriers and twenty-four DJB’S. 

From April 16 to May 9 Bogue aircraft attacked two 
positive and one probable contact and assisted the planes 
from the U.S.S. Core in a fourth attack. 

On April 23 Lt. Comdr. South, Commanding Officer 
of VC-95, while on anti-submarine search, sighted a U-boat 
surfacing and made an attack. Surface ships arrived on the 
scene several hours later to assist with the attack. On the 
morning of April 24 the F. C. Davis, a destroyer escort, 
was torpedoed while developing contact. On the evening 
of the same day a sub identified as U546 surfaced from 
damage and was sunk by shell fire. Thirty-three prisoners 
were taken including the Commanding Officer and First 
Lieutenant. 

With the German War over the Bogue was ordered to 
the Pacific taking army planes from New York to Cris- 
tobal, Canal Zone, en route. She arrived in San Diego July 
5 and soon departed for Guam. After the Japanese sur- 
render, a trip was made to Adak, Alaska. This third anni- 
versary finds her carrying planes to various bases in the 
Pacific and returning personnel to the states for discharge 
or reassignment. Captain J. S. McClure is Commanding 
Officer having relieved Captain Dufek September 7, 1945. 

The Bogue made her record in anti-submarine warfare 
in the Atlantic and conducted, with her planes and escorts 
more than twenty-five attacks upon enemy submarines. By 
official Navy assessment ten of these were positively sunk, 
three probably sunk, four badly damaged, three slightly 



damaged and results are unknown on the others. The 
Bogue has steamed over 200,000 miles and more than 
.7000 landings have been made on her flight deck. With 
this record, the Bogue was awarded the coveted Presiden- 
tial Unit Citation. The text of the citation reads as follows: 

"For extraordinary heroism in action against enemy sub- 
marines in the Atlantic Area in 1943 and 1944. Carrying 
out powerful and sustained offensive action during a period 
of heavy German undersea concentrations threatening our 
uninterrupted flow of supplies to the European theater of 
operations, these six Anti-Submarine Task Groups tracked 
the enemy wolf packs relentlessly and, by the unwavering 
vigilance and persistent aggressiveness of all units in- 
volved sank a notable number of hostile U-boats. The gal- 
lantry and superb teamwork of the officers and men who 
fought the embarked planes and who manned the BOGUE 
and her escort vessels were largely instrumental in forcing 
the complete withdrawal of enemy submarines from sup- 
ply routes essential to the maintenance of our established 
military supremacy." 

The 163 officers and 3295 men who have served aboard 
the Bogue can well be proud of her enviable record.

ly and, by the unwavering vigilance and persistent aggressiveness 
of all units involved, sank a notable number of hostile U-boats. The 
gallantry .and superb teamwork of the officers and men who fought 
the embarked planes and who manned the EOGUE and her escort 
vessels were largely instrumental in forcing the complete withdrawal 
of enemy submarines from supply routes essential to the maintenance 
of our established military supremacy.”

The "Battle of the Atlantic" had become an almost desperate fight for 
the allies in 1942. Early that year sinkings by submarines had mounted 
rapidly to nearly 600,000 tons per month and remained at that level de- 
spite untiring efforts made by the meager anti-submarine forces available. 
By the end of 1942 we did succeed in driving the submarines from our 
coastal waters and the Caribbean. Deprived of easy pickings close to

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land and hampered by increasing numbers of escort vessels for convoys 
the German high command decided upon a major change of tactics. In- 
stead of a sub being assigned an area to patrol independently, they initi- 
ated "Wolf-Packs", composed of a number of underseas craft working 
together against convoys which were out of range of land-based aircover. 

To combat these subs beyond the range of land-based aircraft it was

decided by the U. S. government to assign several small carriers of the 
converted type to anti-submarine duty in the Atlantic. During 1942, 45 
C-3 type vessels scheduled to become merchant ships were converted to 
aircraft carriers. 34 were sold to the British and 11 were retained by the 
U. S. The Bogue was one of the 11. 

She was commissioned at Puget Sound Navy Yard on September 26,

1942. The ship was named after the Bogue Sound in North Carolina and 
her name as a merchant vessel was to have been Steel Architect. She is a 
single screw type vessel of 8500 horsepower displacing 13,890 tons and 
is 495 feet in length. 

After working trial runs and training with the first squadron assigned 
(VC 9), the Bogue reached Norfolk, Va., on New Year's Day, 1943.

Certain deficiencies were corrected in the Navy yard and more anti-sub 
training was conducted in the Chesapeake Bay to bring the ship up to 
fighting pitch for the Battle of the Atlantic. 

On February 24, 1943. in company with the USS Belknap and the 
USS Geo. E. Badger as escorts, the Bogue got underway for Argentia, 
Newfoundland, the first of its class to go into action against the enemy.

At this time the wolf packs were getting into full swing and were 
preying heavily on allied shipping. Sinkings, which had shown a marked 
decline in November and December, had risen very rapidly in January 
and February and reached a discouraging peak of almost 600,000 tons 
in March, iyd3 — the third highest month of the war to date.

had been purely defensive and the stress was on getting the convoys 
through. It was now believed possible to use the escort carrier as a defen- 
sive-offensive weapon which would not only protect convoys but which 
would sink submarines as well. In fact the mere sight of carrier based 
. aircraft soon had the effect of destroying much of the German's 
aggressiveness.

During March, April, and May of the Bogue operated out of Argentia, 
Newfoundland, in support of convoys, making the trip with vitally 
needed supplies to the United Kingdom from Canada and the United 
States. During this period eight enemy U-boats were sighted and at- 
tacked by her aircraft, and several more by the escorting vessels. Especial- 
ly noteworthy are the attacks which occurred May 21-22 while in support

of a convoy. This was the first major engagement of the war between 
carrier based aircraft and enemy submarines attempting to rendezvous 
for a mass attack on a convoy. 

In a period of twenty-four hours six attacks were made on enemy 
U-boats culminating in the capture of 24 survivors from one of them. 
The convoy escaped without a single loss and the wolf pack was broken

up. Throughout the attacks by aircraft the submarines repeatedly fired 
on the planes without, however, inflicting serious casualties. The reluc- 
tance of the U-boats to submerge indicated that they doubted the ability 
of carrier based aircraft to inflict serious damage on them. 

During this cruise from April 22 to May 30, 19d3, the Bogue was 
assigned to and operated under the British Royal Navy. She returned to

Argentia May 26 and was underway again for another go at subs by 
June 1. 

Results came swjftly for on June 4th Bogue planes broke up an assem- 
bly of U-boats lying directly across the path of a large convoy bound for 
Africa. Four separate attacks were made in forty-eight hours which effec- 
tively prevented the convoy from receiving any damage. Three days later

a submarine only ten miles from the convoy was attacked and driven olf 
badly damaged. Again, four days later another sub was attacked and sunk 
from which seventeen prisoners were taken. Having seen the convoy 
safely across, the Bogue proceeded to Norfolk, Va., arriving on June 20th. 

On July 9, 1943, Captain Short left the Bogue for duty in the Pacific

The next cruise of the Bogue revealed three new developments on the 
part of the U-boats.

a much more formidable anti-aircraft battery on the U-boat which re- 
sulted in many casualties among land-based planes but which was effec- 
tively counter balanced by the use of fighters in carrier air groups. The 
third was the installation of radar on many of the German U-boats which 
enabled them to search more efficiently at night. In addition, the Germans 
had begun to realize that we were locating many of them by their pro-

miscuous radio transmissions and coincidentally the idea of the wolf pack 
was gradually abandoned in favor of more independent operation.' 

On this cruise the Bogue’s planes caught a refueler in the act of sup- 
plying another U-boat and straightaway sank her, recovering thirteen 
prisoners, including the U-boat’s captain. The second submarine escaped. 
The same day another U-boat was attacked by a Bogue plane. One of the

destroyers screening the Bogue joined in the attack and sank the sub 
with depth charges. This was on July 23rd and the Bogue continued her 
cruise protecting the African convoys, without further incident, until 
August 22nd. 

At this time the squadron, VC-9, which had done yeoman service with 
the Bogue for nearly two years, was sent ashore for a rest and a new

squadron, Composite Squadron Nineteen, consisting of twelve bombers 
and nine fighters, reported aboard commanded by Lieutenant Commander

The seventh war cruise of the Bogue lasted from September 5th to Oc- 
tober 20th, 1943. During this cruise only one U-boat was sighted and it 
escaped without damage.

Atlantic during August and September was due to several causes among 
which were: a high rate of U-boat sinkings in June and July, especially 
refuelers, the return of many U-boats for radical increase of anti-aircraft 
armament, and the shifting of submarine concentrations to other loca- 
tions. It must be remembered that by this time several carriers were oper- 
ating in the Atlantic beside the Bogue, long range planes had been

developed to operate as much as a thousand miles out to sea, and the sur- 
face fleet of destroyers and escort vessels had been tremendously increased 
since the dark days of early 1942. In addition it is believed that the Ger- 
mans introduced a new weapon about this time — the acoustic torpedo— 
which would turn itself toward a ship under the influence of the noise 
of the vessel’s propellers. This ingenious invention caused the Allies

sleepless nights for awhile but, although sinkings went up in September 
due to its use, the remedy was soon found and less ships were sunk in 
October than ever before. 

Convoys were now protected as was not possible only a few months 
before. Instead of having to get along with World War I type subchasers. 
Coast Guard Cutters, and converted yachts, a huge fleet of powerful new

destroyers and destroyer escort vessels was taking over the job. Except 
for the screens around convoys, defensive warfare became a thing of the 
past. Both carrier groups and land based aircraft were ordered to hunt 
the U-boat relentlessly and destroy him. 

So it was that the next cruise of the Bogue was strictly on an offensive 
mission, going to the areas where U-boats were known to be lurking and

to attack them. The Bogue's score for this trip, which lasted from Novem- 
ber 14th till New Year's Eve, was five successful attacks including forty- 
six Nazi prisoners who spent their Christmas holidays aboard, although 
not by choice. 

A lull in the Bogue's anti-submarine activities took place during Janu- 
ary and February of 1944 when she temporarily became an aircraft ferry

months of 1944 they were still being sunk in numbers greatly dispropor- 
tionate to the amount of damage they were doing. Planes began to hunt 
them at night when they lay on the surface charging their batteries and 
many groups of surface vessels hunted them day and night, especially 
during North Atlantic weather in which planes could not fly.

Fleet; she had a new- squadron VC-69, Lieutenant Commander J. D. 
Taylor, Commanding, was aboard ; and it marked the beginning of con- 
centrated night searches by carrier aircraft. This cruise netted two, possi- 
bly three, sinkings. One "Kill” was made by aircraft, the other by the 
escorts of the Task Group. The kill by aircraft turned out to be a big fat

the first and only Japanese sub to be sunk by carrier aircraft in the At- 
lantic.

submerged at all times ; what a change this marked for the U-boats. Gone 
now are the days when U-boats brazenly cruised on the surface searching 
for prey, disdaining to submerge until actually attacked. The tables had 
indeed been turned, and the hunter became the hunted! Not only did 
sinkings by U-boats drop off to the vanishing point but the number of 
U-boats at sea too was very small and those who venture out must plan 
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Higbbar. 
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to stay submerged practically all the time, to avoid contact with us, and 
to avoid being sighted. 

Of course this state of affairs had a profound effect upon the tactics 
of sub-hunting. 'A big change had transpired since the "Wolf-Pack" days 
when an aggressive CVE captain could always be sure of finding plenty 
of submarines to attack.

hence harder to find but' also a great deal warier and harder to kill. A 
contact now was a precious thing.

out a single let-up. The Bogue is a baby flat-top after all and has a limited 
complement of planes and pilots. What such a long period of sustained 
operations means must be experienced to be appreciated ! 

During the latter part of 1944 and beginning of 1945, the Germans 
had plenty of land fighting to do, their subs were called in for improve- 
ments and the installation of Schnorchel equipment previously described.

During this time the Bogue conducted various training programs around 
Bermuda and carrier qualification landings for pilots off Quonset Point, 
Rhode Island. Captain G. J. Dufek relieved Captain Vosseller as Com- 
manding Officer at Bermuda, October 5, 1944. A short offensive cruise 
was made in December in search of a submarine believed to have been 
in the Gulf of Maine but no contacts were made. It is probable that this

submarine was the one which landed two enemy agents on the coast of 
Maine. 

In February and Mardi of 1945 a load of Army Planes were taken 
to Liverpool, England. 

By April of 1945 the Germans had made their improvements and sent 
many subs to sea in a final effort to disrupt allied shipping in the Atlantic. 



To hunt and kill these the Navy sent four small carriers 
and forty-six destroyer escorts. Captain G. J. Dufek, as 
Commanding Officer of the Bogue was OTC of two of 
these carriers and twenty-four DE'S. 

From April 16 to May 9 Bogue aircraft attacked two 
positive and one probable contact and assisted the planes 
from the U.S.S. Core in a fourth attack. 

On April 23 Lt.. Comdr. South, Commanding Officer 
of VC-95, while on anti-submarine search, sighted a U-boat 
surfacing and made an attack. Surface ships arrived on the 
scene several hours later to assist with the attack. On the 
morning of April 24 the l\ C. Davis, a destroyer escort, 
was torpedoed while developing contact. On the evening 
of the same day a sub identified as U546 surfaced from 
damage and was sunk by shell fire. Thirty-three prisoners 
were taken including the Commanding Officer and first 
Lieutenant. 

With the German War over the Bogue was ordered to 
the Pacific taking army planes from New York to Cris- 
tobal, Canal Zone, en route. She arrived in San Diego July 
5 and soon departed for Guam. After the Japanese sur- 
render, a trip was made to Adak, Alaska. This third anni- 
versary finds her carrying planes to various bases in the 
Pacific and returning personnel to the states for discharge 
or reassignment. Captain J. S. McClure is Commanding 
Officer having relieved Captain Dufek September 7, 1945. 

The Bogue made her record in anti-submarine warfare 
in the Atlantic and conducted, with her planes and escorts 
more than twenty-five attacks upon enemy submarines. By 
official Navy assessment ten of these were positively sunk, 
three probably sunk, four badly damaged, three slightly 



damaged and results are unknown on the others. The 
Bogue has steamed over 200,000 miles and more than 
.7000 landings have been made on her flight deck. With 
this record, the Bogue was awarded the coveted Presiden- 
tial Unit Citation. The text of the citation reads as follows: 

"For extraordinary heroism in action against enemy sub- 
marines in the Atlantic Area in 1943 and 1944. Carrying 
out powerful and sustained offensive action during a period 
of heavy German undersea concentrations threatening our 
uninterrupted flow of supplies to the European theater of 
operations, these six Anti-Submarine Task Groups tracked 
the enemy wolf packs relentlessly and, by the unwavering 
vigilance and persistent aggressiveness of all units in- 
volved sank a notable number of hostile U-boats. The gal- 
lantry and superb teamwork of the officers and men who 
fought the embarked planes and who manned the BOGUE 
and her escort vessels were largely instrumental in forcing 
the complete withdrawal of enemy submarines from sup- 
ply routes essential to the maintenance of our established 
military supremacy.” 

The 163 officers and 3295 men who have served aboard 
the Bogue can well be proud of her enviable record.
